Background: The practice of massage and massage therapy is regulated under state law. The
regulation of massage practitionersincludes the following:

* dtatelicensing and examination requirements,

*  restrictions on certain advertising practices; and

e disciplinary standards and procedures.

The regulation of massage practitioners is overseen by the Washington State Board of
Massage (Board). The Board is authorized to adopt administrative rules pertaining to the
regulation of the massage profession and is granted specified powers with respect to the
following:

* evauation and approval of massage schools and training programs;

» administration of licensing examinations; and

* establishment of the rules, standards, and procedures regarding the training of

practitioners.

The regulation of the massage profession is not exclusive to the state. Statute explicitly
allows local governments to impose regulations, require local licenses, charge fees, and levy
taxes.

This analysis was prepared by non-partisan legislative staff for the use of legislative members
in their deliberations. This analysisis not a part of the legislation nor does it constitute a
statement of legidlative intent.
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Summary of Substitute Bill: Statutory provisions authorizing local governmentsto license
and regulate massage practitioners are repeal ed.
